The Situation In Mexico,
From the Dribune.

There has been no diffioulty for the last two
yoars in predicting, except as to the exacl
(fme, what would bs the ultimate issue of
[pffairs in Mexico. In the firat place, those who
wore well acquainted with the intentions of
pur (Government, to say nothing of the temper
»f our people, knew that it was not among
possible things that an Austrian Prince, foisted
nupon Maxico by force of French arms, assum-
fng to be an Emperor in despite of the will of
Mexican people, who had long ago chosen a
republic a8 their form of government, should
be recognized as Emperor of Mexico by the
United States, We should have deserved the
contempt of the world had we recognized him,
Iu the second place, Maximilian himself, partly
by the great wrong he committed, nud partly
];5< an excellent thing which he did, lost the
support of both the great parties in Mexico,
and was, in consequence, absolutely without
support, except by French bayonets.

The two great parties in Mexico, for the last

sneration each in turn in the ascendancy,

ave been the party of the Puros (Liberals)
and the party of the Church. Maximilian
incorred dlﬁ' life-long hatred of the first when
he acoepted Napoleon's invitation to become
an Fmperor on American soil.  He had but
the Church to fall back upon. When he first
arrived that party was jubilant. A scion of a |
yoyal house, usually considered asdevoted to
the interests of Rome as any other in Karope,
the general expectation was that he would
yestore to the Mexican Church what she
deemed her outraged rights — the same to
yocover which she had waged, under the
Joadership of Miramon, a three-years' war,
The dignitaries of that Church, especially
after Maximilian’s visit to the Pope, made
on the eve of his departure for Mexico,

had made sure that one of his first im-
perial  acts would be the rescinding
of those famous “Laws of Reform’’

paszed ander Jusrez's rale, in 1850, by which
qearly 8300,000,000 of landed property that
had beon accumulating for centuries in ecolesi-
mstical hands, including half the City of Mexico,
‘wad, 16 use the Mexican phrase, secularized;

More Vague Reports om the European
li.lﬂcull.r. »
Fyom the Times,

It was not unreasonable to hope that we
had got some degrees outside the realin of
gpeculation in estimating the bearings of the
European difficulty.

A late cable telegram would sesm to dis-
appuint whatever expectations of that sort
may have been formed. Four days ago there
came the distinet assurance that the assent
of the rival powers had not only been ob-
tained to the proposition for a Conference, but
that the essential points which were to form
the basiz of a settlement had been formally
outlined and definitely agreed to. France
was not to enlarge her present boundaries;
the fortress of Luxembourg was to be dis-
mantled; the political condition of the Duchy
was to be ascertained and settled by the
assembled representatives; and the powers
represented were to charge themselves with
the task of giving efltct to the provisions of
the treaty, and maintaining these provisions
inviolate,

This view of the progress made towards a
pacific adjustment was amply confirmed by a
dispatch from London which reached New.
York early last Tuesday morning. On the
previous day Lord Stanley made the offivial

in Mexico, He was Plncetl in the kame situa-
tion that John T{ar once occcupied, with
goarcely a “‘corporal’s guard’’ left. Hig fate is
gealed now. By this time, doubtless, he is a
Ioarlsnnsr. a fugitive, or a corpse. We hope it

But what is to be the result when he passes
from the scene ! wige reconstruction, peaceful
consolidation, or chronic anarchy ! Many pro-
phesy the latter; we are very much given, we |
Anglo-Saxons, to looking down somewhat
superoilionsly on all races but our own; and
it I3 an easy and convenient cross-cut to the ]
future to predict that it will be but a repeti-
tion of the past. Why, when the foreigners
are gone, and the Mexicans once more posses-
sors of their country, should they not fall to
quarrelling again among themselves, with the
old exhibition of partisan rivalries, civil
brawls, plans (as they call their political plat-
forms) by the dozen, and pronunciamentos
appearing as regularly as a quarterly maga-
zing, but often at ghorter intervals ¥

There is an old legal maxim that with the
cessation of the causa for a law, the law itself
should cease. We admit that the general rule
in Mwco throughout the past has been
anarchy and civil strife. But what was the
chiefl cause of this? An answer, which we
believe to be a true one, came up at the time
Maximilian disappointed the last hopes of the
Church, in a curlous way. When, in 1564,
the imperial decree ratifying Junrez's confis-
cation of the Church Iya.m s appeared, the
Archbishops and Bishops of Mexieo wet in
counvil, and issued a solemn protest against
the measure, denying that the Lmperor had
any right in the premises, and stigmatizing
his action in this matter as nothing better
than high-handed plunder, The bettor to
enfores their argnment, and to show that this
zatifioation was ng much opposed to the publio
sentiment of the mnation as to law ;m.r reli-
gion, and that the hearts of the people were
with them, they declared that all the
wars of the ocountry, for the last
quarter of a century, had originated in defonse
of écclesiastioal rights, The annual income of
the Church, from the lands confiscated in 1850
was from $20,000,000 to $25 000,000 a J,-._:“_r‘
that was more than double the ananal l'l!\r"‘.-
mues of the Mexican Governmeni—a revenue |
amply suflicient to carry on war, and em- |
ployed, as their own incautions admission |
shows, for that very purpose.

possibility of the Conference being able to

reach a pacific solution of the dificunlty.

Where these vague despatches about an
“uneasy financial feeling’’—a phrase gtereo-
typed till it Lhas become peculiarly offensive—
originate, it is impossible to say. What we
know is that their very vagneness tends more
or less to excite the money market here. That
was at least the temporary effect on Friday.
And as long as the public mind can be kept
confused by throwing everything bearing upon
the European problem into the region of con-
jecture, financial uneasiness will continne to
be felt,  If that ig the real object aimed at in |
dubious despatches, they serve to some extent
the purpose intended.

Purliamentary Triumph of the English
Reformers,

From the Herald,

The Atlantic cable reports that a division
took place in the English House of Commons
on the Reform bill last Thursday night, on the
question of an amendment proposed by the
Liberals, when the Government was defeated
by & majority of eighty-one votes. This result,
enconraging as it isto the advoeates of the
populareause, is not vital as involving the
offivial existence of the Derby Calinet; and the
Promier has exhibited his vsunal official tact in |
accepting the amendment, and thus avoeiding
an  embarrassment perhaps unforeseen, and,
consequently, unprovided for., The test vote
on the measure was taken on the occasion of
the ¢gscond reading, when Mr. Disraeli’'s pro-
positions were sustained against the argu-
wents of the Giladstone-Bright phalanx by
iwenty-one voles,

The effeot of the Liberal trinmph in the
House has induced a movement on the part of
the Government towards & compromise with
the people; for we learn by another telegram
that the outdoor demonstration of the leaguers
which is to take. place in London to-day
will wot be interfered with, althongh the
Home Beoretary had previously “warned" the
people against it.

The Political Situatien,
Fromi the World,

The country is on the edge of the great
yuadrennial maelstrom of the Presidentinl elec-
tion, and our politics will presently be drawn
into the whirl which swesps everything
townrds that vortex, It bids fair to be a very
different canvass from that in 1864, For many
yeasons, the activity of the Republican party
will be soonest developed: and the Demoocratic
party, if wise, will await the action of its oppo-
nents before disclosing its plans or deploying
its forces.

To go into
the Presidential election seated on a dead horse,
with their face turmed towards the crupper,
is & kind of campaign which no party would
wish to court, It is only by an early begin-
ning that the Republicans can gucceed in con-
structing a platform that does not look merely
to the psst. The fact that Chase, Stevens,
Sumner, and other conspicuons leaders are
trying to put the party in advance of the
Congressional policy, betokens a consciousnoss
that the grouusqiﬂ rapidly sliding from under
them, and that Southern acceptance of the
Reconstruction acts will otherwige leave it
without any living fasues,

When the party meets in a National Con-
vention it will encounter this dilemma—sither
it must construct & platform consisting of
dead irsues, or it is liable to be #plit asunder
by an abortive attempt to make Sumner’s
wolioy the party creed. If there were tolera-

o unanimity in favor of any candidate, this
difficulty might be got over; but rival and
conflicting ambitions will rather magnify than
balittle dfﬂ'orences, inasmuch as the adoption
of the old or the mew platform will determine
the fate of particular candidates.

The situation is entirely different from what
it was in 1864, when Mr. Lincoln was able to
dictate his own nomination. The reluctance
of the country to make a change of adminis-
tration in the very crisis of the war, cut the
sinews of all other candidates, It insured the
unity of the party, and made the Convention
a mere registering body to authenticate a
nomination demanded by the party sentiment,

But ginee the death of Mr. Lincoln the Repub- |

lican party has had no recognized head. Mr,
Chase has lost his ascendancy over the bank-
ing and commercial interests by pioiug into
the Supreme Court. Mr, Colfax has appa-
rently as good a chance for the nomination as
the Chief Justice. Simon Cameron, between
whomt and Chase there is an invete-
rate  feud, has recovered his political
status, and if any intrigues of his can pre-
vent Chase's nomination, they will not be
wanting. Cameron will try hard for the
nomination himself, and his trinmphant skill
in circumventing Stevens and Forney in the
contest for the Pennsylvania BSenatorship,
proves that his hopes are not absurd, He is
it least powerful enough to prevent the vote
of Pennsylvania being given for any other
Republican candidate, and his chance for the
nomination is perhaps as good as that of either
Chage or Colfax, k"ilﬂl)ll, Butler, Stanton,
Bauks, and several others are longing, and
will soon be intriguing, for the nomination,
Their rivalries are likely enough to set the
party by the ears, more especially since its
vital issnes will presently be obsolete, and
the contest be a squabble among the heirs
of adying party for the distribution of its
askety.
